For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement 
information and national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. 
§552(c). This response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of the 
FOIA. This is standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be taken as 
an indication that excluded records do, or do not, exist.

In April, 1966, the African National Congress of South 
Africa registered under the Foreign Agents Registration Act 
of 1938, as amended (FARA) . Until November 1978, the ANC 
filed appropriate documents under FARA. Zn the period since 
November, 1978, despite repeated attempts on our part 
including our hand delivery of the appropriate forms to the 
ANC office on August 4, 1981, no forms have been filed. We 
have not been able to contact the ANC or its representatives 
to determine whether the ANC has been.dissolved or whether 
its obligation to file has been otherwise terminated. 


The Department of State had advised us that it has no 
currant information concerning the current location of the 
ANC. We have also attempted to locate the ANC through 
telephone directory assistance for the 5 boroughs of New 
York City but we have been advised that there is no listing 
for the ANC. 

Zn order to assist us in reaching a determination of 
the ANC's possible obligations under the Act* and prior to 
initiating a civil injunctive action, we request that you 
ascertain whether the ANC currently maintains offices in New 
York City. To assist you in this regard, the ANC maintained 
an office at the following addresses:
